could not but attain their ends, if our home-

les confiderable abroad. 

: That for prevention thereof, be gave 
chew all; Aſſarances that nothing ſhould. be 
wanting on his part; ' to give them the ful- 
teſt Satisfation their heartsconld wiſh, for 
the ſecurity . of the Proteſtant Religion, 
which he reſolved to maintain. againſt all 


Conſpiracies of our Enemies ; and to. con- 
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cur with them in any propos d. Remedies, 
that might conſiſt with preſerving the Crown 
in its Dixe and Legal Comrſe of 'Defeent. 

To whichputpef he recommended to'them 
the ſpeedy Examination of the:Plot, and 
that the Lords'in the Tower might'be 
brought to their ſpeedy Tryals, 

Then he laid before them the matter of 
Tangier, and the Expences he had been at 
to relieve and maintain that place ;* upon 
which he defired- their Advice and Aſs 
fiſtance. 

But that which he valued above all the 
Treaſure in the World, was a perfet-+ 
nion at home, as-being,' that which onely 

could reſtore the Kingdom to that Strength 
and Vigour which :at ſeem'd to have loſt. 
All Burope,he told them, had their Eyes 
upon that Aſſembly, ſo' that-a ' Miſunder. 
ſtanding of each ather, would render the 
Friendſhip of England unſafe to'truſh to, - 

Laſtly, he exhorted them to take care 
not to gratifie the publick Enemy, and dife 
courage their Friends,” by u eaſonaBle diſ- 
putes, which if they . ſhould happey, the 
world would ſee , it was no "fault of his, 
who had done what: was poſſible for him 
to do, to keep them in peace while he 
lid; and to leave them ſo when he oe 
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Concluding, that from ' their price 
dence and good affettions, he: could 
fear nothing of that kind ; | but” that 
he rely'd upon them, that they. would 
uſe their beſt endegquours to bring the Parn 
liament to a happy conclufton. .. © 

Having ſo done, he commanded the 
Commons to return to their Houſe, 
and make choice of their Speaker:

Truth. So ſoon as the Commons 
werereturned to their Houſe; a Mo- 
tion was made, That William Williams 
Eſq; might be elefted Speaker. Waich 
was preſently reſolv'd, Nemine Contra- 
dicente. Mr. Williams being thus cho- 
ſen, modeſtly at firſt excusd himſelf, 
telling the Houſe, F 
#, That he needed not to-reckon up. his 
Tafirmities, which were better known to 
many of the. Members than to himſelf. 
That as they had experience of his un- 


fitneſs 
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fitneſs for their Service, ſo they had ſuffi- 
cient Demonſtrations of the aptneſs of o= 
ther Members then preſent. That the 
Choice of a Speaker was the Effet of much 
time and conſideration, and that it would 
be no excuſe for them to ſay, They had 
not time for deliberation in ſo great 
a Matter ; and therefore, fince they had 
time, a more deliberate Eleftion would be 
expetted from them. That the ſecurity 
of the Proteſtant Religzon ; the ſafety 'of 
the King and Kingdom, and the preſerva- 
tion of the Juſtice 'of the Land, were the 
Grand Afairs in proſpett, enough to pre- 
vail with them to depart from their firſt 
Intentions of the Honour propos'd to him 
that day. Acknowledging himſelf to be 
ſufficiently honour d with the propoſal a- 
lone. For which reaſons he defir d them, 
not onely for his own ſake, but for their 
Honour, to proceed to the Flettion of a- 
nother Perl more proper for their Ser- 
vice, and to leave him in that place where 
his Country had ſeated him. 

But this excuſe keing rejeted by 
the Houſe, he was by two of the Mem- 
bers conducted to the Chair, where 
being ſeated, he again ſpoke *to this 
Effect,

That he trembled to reflef, under what 
difficulties experiencd, learned, and wiſe 
men had labour d in that Chair. Tet 
that he was not terrified with the 
Preſidents of "thoſe © who had impared 
F their Eſtates and Healths therein ; nor 
? * of thoſe wha had loſt their lives in the 
* Service, as being Sacrifices he owed his 
* Country. But when he confider'd that 
ſome Gentlemen had maim'd their Repu+ 
" tations in their Truſts, thoſe were dhe 
thoughts that wounded him moſt deeply, 
and would yet ſtrike deeper, did not 
they that call d him thither ſtand by 
him, to ſupport him in all the difficul: 
ties of the Place. | 
| Hee farther acknowledg d that he held 
the place by their De and during their 
pleaſure, and that if he fell, he fell into 
the hands of Gentlemen, that made him 
what he was in their Service. Concluding, 
That he was theirs alone, and their 
- own zntirely, placed in their Service 
without ſeeking or recommendation ; and 
that he expetted no Boou, but by their 
Grace and Favour ta depart as þ came, 
when they ſhould pleaſe to command him. 
The | Ceremony of the Ele&tion be- 
ing thus oyer, the Houſe ne 
, tha 
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next day at three a-Clock, for' the bn 
Members to preſent * their Speaker, 
which made- them adjourn till the 

_ next day in the Afternoon. 
The day following being the twen- 
ty Second of Oftober, the Houſe mer 
again in the Afternoon, at what time 
a Meſſage was deliver'd them by the 
Uther ot the Black Rod, commanding 
them 'to attend his Majeſty in the 
Houle of Peers, | 
Thereupon the Houſe attended ac- 
cordingly, and humbly preſented their 
. Speaker to his Majeſty, who preſent- 
ly made claim, according to Cuſtom, | 
in the Name of the Commons of Eng- s 
land in Parliament afſembled, of the 
ancient- Rights of the Commons, for 
them and their Servants, 1n their Per- 
ſons and Eſtates, to be: free from Ar- 
reſts and other diſturbances ; to have 
freedom and liberty of Speech 1n all 
their Debates, - and to have acceſs ta 
his Majeſties Perſon; as occaſion ſhould 
require. All which: was allowed by 
the King. | 
Being, return'd to: the Houſe; the 
Speaker took the Chair, and” having 
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made report of what had been done, 
the Houſe adjourn'd till Monday fol- 
lowing.
